21 and 55-56 are cancelled. Claims 1-12, 22-26 and 52-54 represent system and 
method for network vulnerability detection and reporting.

compare said second operating system fingerprint and said second target computer 
fingerprint, and to generate a result indicative of whether said first operating system 
was running on said target computer, and/or generating a third response value 
representing at least a portion of data received via said network in response to said 
sending of said third data packet; comparing said first response value to a first 
predetermined value associated with a first operating system; comparing said second 
response value to a second predetermined value associated with said first operating 
system; comparing said third response value to a third predetermined value associated 
with said first operating system; and generating a value indicative of a relationship 
between said first operating system and said target computer." as in claims 1 and 22.
